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INTRODUCTION 


A glance at the distribution maps in Hall & Moreau (1970) and Snow (1978) 
will indicate the major gaps in the knowledge of the distribution of even 
many of the commoner birds in Somalia. In preparing the first annotated 
species list for the country we have undertaken a comprehensive review of 
the literature, and have drawn heavily on our own observations extending 
over three years (we lived in Somalia for 34 and 26 months respectively 
in 1978-1981). 

Ornithologically Somalia is one of the least well-known of African 
countries. As evidence for this statement is our own addition to the list 
of 50 species and two hybrids in less than three years. There are still 
quite large parts of Somalia from which there are no observations at all, 
and most of the rest of the country is poorly known and has seldom been 
visited by ornithologists. This emphasises the need for a thorough 
ornithological survey of the country, particularly in those areas, sometimes 
the least known, where dramatic ecological changes are taking place. Indeed, 
there are few countries which offer more scope for original ornithological 
discovery, particularly with regard to zoogeography. While significant new 
knowledge might be obtained almost anywhere in the course of casual 
observation, several specific studies would prove especially worthwhile, 

e.g. further investigation of the abundance of sea-birds at Hafun; the 
Hippolais and Acrocephalus warblers in the northern mangroves; an unidentified 
pale Cisticola along the lower Shebelle; the whole subject of the migration of 
Palaearctic birds, especially in the north in spring. 

It is beyond the scope of this work to discuss threatened and endangered 
species fully, but some are already under threat due to accelerating loss, or 
change of habitat. In this respect the remarkable endemic Warsangeli Linnet 
Acanthis johannis in the highland juniper forest, and the three races of the 
Scaly Babbler Turdoides squamulatus, two of which occur in rapidly disappear- 
ing riverine woodland, may be mentioned. Major ecological changes are already 
taking place, mainly as a result of man's activities. Of these, some, such as 
the development of irrigation schemes, are beneficial to wetland migrants and 
to pest species, However, most have led to reduction of available habitat, 
particularly for species with specialised requirements. Examples include the 
adverse effect of settled rural human populations on the local ‘delicate’ 
environment; the increase in human population; catastrophic destruction of 
some forested areas; severe over-grazing, often encouraged by the increased 
availability of water from deep wells and boreholes; and increasing desert- 
ification, partly brought about by severe droughts, but exacerbated by some 
of the afore-mentioned factors. 

We have modelled this checklist on the Birds of East Africa (Britton 1980), 
largely because of its excellence, but also in an attempt to establish some 
uniformity of treatment in ornithological literature in the region. Like that 
work, ours has also been a spare-time activity. We have, however, made two 
innovations. Firstly for those observers whose travel is restricted within 
the official 40 km radius round Mogadishu, all species recorded in this area 
are marked with an asterisk (*). Secondly, those species for which there are 
10 or fewer records from the country are denoted by a cross (+). 

A total of 639 species and two hybrids had been recorded from Somalia by the 
end of 1981, Of these, we have seen all except five, so that the information 
which follows is based on wide experience as well as wide travel. 


TOPOGRAPHY AND CLIMATE 


Somalia lies on the east coast of Africa - ‘the Horn of Africa' - extending 
in an arid swathe from 12°N to 2°S and from 41°E to 51°30'E. The country has 
an area of some 638000 km*® (63.8 million ha), much of it sparsely populated 
bushland. Most of the southern two-thirds of the country is flat and low, 
but in the north it rises to some 2200 m onan escarpment which runs east- 
west along much of the north a short distance inland from the coast. Two 
rivers, the Juba and the Shebelle, bring water from the Ethicpian highlands 
to the southern third of the country, where there are large areas of 
relatively rich agricultural land. 

Climatically Somalia is dominated by the monsoon. The rainfall is usually 
low and irregular, with an average of about 600 mm in the south, 400 mm in 
the north-west, and only 50-100 mm in the intervening area, where there are 
patches of desert (Mudugh) and an arid climate with only seasonal water. 
There are four seasons, variable in extent and degree: Jilal from November 
to March - a dry period in the NE Monsoon; Gu from April to May - with the 
heaviest rain; Hagai from June to September - another dry season in the 
SW Monsoon; and Der in October and November - another rain period, but less 
copius. The country is characterized by unpredictable droughts, of which | 
the most recent occurred in 1973 and 1979. 


HABITATS 


BUSHLAND dominates the Somalia scene. Typically it constitutes a wide variety 
of woody plants, with Acacia and/or Commiphora less than 6 m high as dominants, 
but it varies greatly. In more arid areas it may be reduced to scattered low | 
bushes, but at the other extreme may merge into woodland with emergent trees 

up to 12 m high. It may be dense and virtually impenetrable, ever to elephants 
or more open and heavily grazed by domestic animals. We do not have the 
knowledge at present to delineate these various categories, and it would be 
futile for us to do so unless it can be related to bird distribution. Much 
more needs to be done in this field, Probably 80-90 per cent of the country 
is covered by bushland, and only relatively small areas of the following 
habitat types. 


LOWLAND FOREST is now confined to parts of the Juba valley and the extreme 
southerly tip of the country. These areas consist of mixed deciduous tropical 
species, but are disappearing rapidly, particularly along the Juba, before the 
advance of development schemes. However, some extensive tracts still remain, © 
particularly in the far south, 


HIGHLAND FOREST in the northern mountains is restricted to areas behind and 
between Berbera and Bosaso. This Juniper forest has decreased greatly in 
recent years, and the preserved areas suffer a steady degradation through use 
by man and domestic animals. 


WOODLANDS as such are largely riverine, and are now reduced to quite small 

areas along the two southern river systems, or else are pure stands of Acacia. 
This habitat category is poorly delineated, for on the one hand it intergrades 
with forest (which we have classified as having a denser understory and a more 


closed canopy) and on the other hand with bushland. 


GRASSLANDS still exist as huge expanses on the northern plateau, and along the 
eastern maritime plain. Mostly they are heavily grazed, and extend into areas 
which can be designated as grassy bushland (or bushed grassland) . 


WETLANDS fall into a variety of categories. Few if any, are permanent, 
although the two southern rivers are nearly so. However, periodically they 
stop flowing and may even dry up. The great swamps and marshlands associated 
with these two rivers also dry up at times, and this is probably a factor 
which limits the distribution of a larger permanent avifauna. Seasonal areas 
of inundation are also associated with these rivers and are important for 
birds. Of special interest throughout the country are the many ephemeral 
rainpools which form after rain. Some of these may remain for several weeks 
and are of importance for migrants. Man-made wetlands include dams, water 
storage pools (ballis), and irrigated areas. Otherwise there are few wet 
sites except round wells and the few permanent springs. 


COASTAL (LITTORAL) habitat is variable also. Much of the coastline is rocky, 
interspersed with long strips of sandy shore, arid stretches of it are backed 
by dune systems. In some places, such as along the north-east coast and at 
Hafun, extensive cliffs exist. There are scattered areas of mangroves, a few 
tidal creeks and some lagoons. Small islands occur off Zeila and at Mait in 
the Gulf of Aden, and the chain of Bajun islands extend south of Kismayu to 
the Kenya border. Elsewhere there are a few small islets. 


CULTIVATION, except in irrigated areas in proximity to the two rivers, is 
seasonal and follows the rains. Large areas in the north-west and in the 
inter-riverine area in the south are devoted tq cereal production, and are 
entirely rainfed. Elsewhere cropping is less regular, and may fail entirely 
in some seasons through lack of rain. 


ORDER AND NOMENCLATURE 


We have followed the order and nomenclature of Britton (1980), For 
nomenclature this is essentially that of White (1960, 1961, 1962a, 1962b, 
1963, 1965) and to a lesser extent Vaurie (1959, 1965). For order, this 
follows Wetmore (1960) at familial level, but more recent modifications 
have been taken into account; and for sub-families follows Thomson (1964). 
Genera, species and subspecies are listed in alphabetical sequence. 
Although we do not necessarily agree with all the modifications in Britton, 
we have retained them in order to achieve some degree of stability. 


SOURCES OF DATA 


Our policy has again been much the same as that of Britton (1980) with 
regard to literature search, although we have drawn more heavily on our own 
data (e.g, over 70 per cent of the data used in a total of nearly 12000 
observations forming the basis of the distribution data are our own). 

Two major works, Archer & Godman (1937, 1961) and Moltoni & Ruscone (1940- 
1944), cover the birds of ex-British Somaliland and ex-Italian Somaliland 


respectively, together now forming the present-day Democratic Republic of 
Somalia. These authors overlooked a number of earlier records, as no doubt 
we shall do also, but together with our own material they formed the basis 
of our lists, to which have been added other records from before and since 
their dates of publication. All other traceable scattered literature has 
been abstracted, and we have made considerable efforts to trace original 
sources to substantiate guoted literature, No attempt has been made to 
provide references for all the source material, but these are all in our 
files. We hope to publish a complete bibliography in the future. 

We have been unable to examine any museum material, although undoubtedly 
some exists for which there are no published details, particularly in Italy. 
However, Dr D.W. Snow kindly made available all his lists used in the 
preparation of his Atlas (Snow 1978), and G.R. Cunningham-van Someren 
provided lists of all specimens from Somalia in the National Museum in 
Nairobi. 

Some personal observations have been provided by a few recorders, and 
these are acknowledged below. The deadline for records was 31 December 1981. 


STATUS 


In the space available only general and brief comments can be given on 
status. These are essentially subjective impressions, but nevertheless 
provide a rough indication. Several difficulties arise, particularly in 
relation to the classification of records, so that the numbers of records 
do not necessarily indicate a species' relative abundance. For example, 

a single bird on one day is just as much a record as 10C00o0n another; if, 

say, two vagrants have been collected in a given area on subsequent days 

they are included as two records, in the same way as they would be if they 

were a year apart. We have used the following terms to indicate decreasing 
degrees of abundance: abundant (common in large numbers), very common (inter- 
mediate category), common (usually recorded), reasonably common (recorded on 
50-60 per cent of occasions), rather uncommon (intermediate category), uncommon 
(recorded on 20-30 per cent ofoccasions) , very uncommon (recorded on 5-20 per 
cent of occasions), rare (very unlikely to be recorded) scarce (few recorded), 
vagrant (1-2 recordsonly). "Occasions" refer to day visits to suitable habitat. 

Species are categorized as: migrants (being either intra-African or Palae- 
arctic, except in a few unusual cases), partial migrants (in which some part 
of the population migrates), wanderers (apparently aimless, nomadic or ill- 
defined movements), resident (apparently always present and breed in the area), 
presumed resident (indicates apparent breeding, but not proven. Months are 
given for when migrants have been recorded, and in the case of a species 
recorded a few times only. Those species for which there are ten records or 
fewer are indicated by a cross (+). 


DISTRIBUTION 


We have laid particular emphasis on distribution, regarding which many new 
data are presented which extend considerably the known range of many species. 
In the comments under species we have attempted to summarize distribution 


briefly, using geographical co-ordinates to a large extent rather than 

place names. We also list every half-degree square from which each species 

is known, so that by reference to the grid map (Fig. 1) a more exact 
appreciation of a species' range can be obtained. Each degree square is 
allocated a number and the four half-degree squares within each on is lettered 
a,b,c,d, as shown in Fig.1. A similar system is being used in other African 
countries (Ash & Pomeroy 1981). : 

With few exceptions most of the distribution records are from this century, 
and the majority were made by ourselves in 1978-1981. At a later stage we 
plan to evaluate present-day distribution (post-1970) against earlier records. 

Little information is available on the altitudinal distribution of species 
in Somalia, and mostly we have only made rather general comments. However, 
from the remarks on topography, in combination with the grid map data, much 
information can be deduced. We have used widely self-explanatory terms such 
as ‘northern mountains', 'plateau', 'lowlands', and 'coastal'. Half-degree 
squares in which breeding has been recorded are listed separately, and ina 
few cases where breeding has occurred but the locality or square number is 
unknown this has been mentioned in the text. 

The boundaries used are those indicated on the old series of maps issued 
by the British War Office (G.S.G.S 4355. Third Edition). 


LISTS. 


We have divided the species of birds recorded in Somalia into five categories, 
which are listed as follows: 


List A. Species recorded in Somalia. The substantive list of all 
species reliably recorded in Somalia. 


List B. Species recorded off-shore, out of sight of land. These 
may be expected as additions to List a in time. 


List C. Species for which confirmation of specimen identification 
is required. 


List D. Species and subspecies not considered acceptable for inclusion 
in List A. These are birds which have been recorded in Somalia 
at one time or another, but are not now regarded by us as 
acceptable. 


List E. Hybrids recorded from Somalia. 


We propose to provide periodic amendments to these lists. 


FORMAT OF SPECIES IN LISTS 


Each species is listed under a Family (and Sub-family where appropriate) 
heading, with the following information (in sequence) : 


a. Sequential number in the Somalia list (this is italicized in the case of 
species for which there are no previous published records, and such 
additions are practically all a result of our own observations; full 
substantiating details for these are given in Ash (In prep.)

b. Scientific name. This is given as a trinomial where only one subspecies 
(race) is recorded; otherwise only the specific name is given and sub- 
species are listed below. 


c. English name. 


d. An asterisk is added for those species recorded from within 40 km of 
Mogadishu. 


e. A cross is added for those species for which there are ten or fewer 
records in the country. 


f. For ease of cross-reference the species number in Mackworth-Praed & 
Grant (1957, 1960) is shown on the right hand side. 


g.- Subspecies are listed where appropriate. 


h. A concise resumé of known status, distribution, habitat and times of 
occurrence is given, together with an attempt in some cases to separate 
old from recent data. Old records are those prior to 1960. 


i. Finally, all half-degree squares from which the species has been recorded 
are listed in sequence; squares in which the species has bred are listed 
separately. 


INDICES 


To avoid possible confusion between page numbers and sequential list 
numbers, the latter only are given in the English and scientific names' 
indices. As a further aid in the rapid location of a species, the sequential 
numbers listed on each page are shown in the top outer corner of each page.
